CLARIDGE’S PATENT ASPHALTE. 
VICK-CHANCELLOR'S COURT—MAY 8. 


Cragiper v. Larrape.—Mr. Wioram, Mr. Ricuanps, and Mr, 
CHICHESTER moved upon answer to dissolve an injunction which bad been 
obtained upon notice by the plaintiff in February last, restreining the de. 
fendant from infringing the ntiff’s patent for the use of as te and pitch 
for pavement. The piaintiff’s invention, as described in his specification, 
consisted in the union of asphalte with pitch. The asphalte is a natural 
compound, whieh, as used by the plaintiff, is found in Pyrimont, near Seys- 
sel, in the department of L'Aine, and in other parts in the Jura Mountains, 
and consists of about ninety parts of carbonate of lime and ten of bitumen, 
with a smail portion of aqeous matter ; and this, by the of heat, 
and bined with bitu or pitch, produced the well-known mastic cement 
or composition which, when mixed with sand or gravel, bad latterly been so 
much used for paving and road making. The plaintiff obtained his patent ia 
1837. The lant procured a similar natural compound from the Val de 
Travers, aod by mixing it with tar instead of pitch he had of course sue- 
ceeded in producing a similar compound to that for which the plaintiff had 
taken out his patent. The defendant was one of the ex ters on the 
pavement in Oxford-street, and on that occasion it was admitted he had used 
pitch, but on all other occasions he substituted tar; and it was now con- 
tended that as tar as a chemical compound contained ingredients which were 
not to be found in pitch, the mixture of tar with asphalte was not an in- 
fringement of the patent for a mixture of pitch and asphalte. Encyclopm- 
dias and Chemical Treatises were quoted to show the nature and application 
of asphalte, whose uses had been long known; and it was also contended 
that the patent itself was no novelty. On the other band, it was urged that 
pitch was but the residuum of tar, and that the defendant's whole process 
consisted in extracting the pitch from the tar, which he used without making 
sy the — gore of the tar.

His Honovn said it was a very simple case. The patent was taken out 
for a combination, by means of heat, of asphalte with bitumen, so as to pro. 
duce a combination applicable to paving, and so on. And then it was con 
tended that the defendant had not infringed the patent, because he had 
used a combinath phalte and tar. If the effect of the combination of 
aephaite and tar ia a state of heat was to leave the tar in a state of combina+ 
tion with res to itself, with all ite qualities, so that there should be as. 
phalte as such, aad tar as such, there would be no infringement. But if the 
necessary process is to remove from the compound those things which con- 
stitute the difference between tar and pitch, it is really nothing but a combi- 
nation of asphalte and pitch. He should, therefore, continue the injunction, 
with directions to the plaintiff to bring an action at kw, which should try 
the validity of the patent, and the lawfulness of the substitution of tar for 


piteh.

THERE are certain topics of complaint which are repeated with 
so much regularity at certain intervals, that they may almost be 
looked upon as periodical in their recurrence, and among these 
may certainly be ranked the high price of coal in the metropolis. 
Each succeeding winter, as the demand increases with the length 
or severity of the season, the price of coal, as of all other articles 
under lke circumstances, experiences a gradual rise also; and with 
thie rise the complaints of the public are pretty eure to keep at 
least an equal pace. The past winter has been particularly dis- 
tinguished by this species of dissatisfaction, which, far from ex- 
hausting iteelf in words, of on paper, according to former prece-

The great object in view, the reduction of the price of coal in 
the metrupelis, 4, we admit, a most important and desirable one ; 
and we agree, therefore, in the principle which actuates the exer- 
tions alluded to, with a view to effect « reduction in it by the em- 
ployment of all far and practicable means, without being, however, 
qttite so sanguine as many with regard to the results, of joining in an 
outery, which has too aften been re-echoed from one to another, 
without any suffcrent knowledge of the very comphcated system 
of trade which orcumstances have establebed for supplying London 
with cual. er of the aumerous articles of charge which consequently 
go to makeup the aggregate expense which has excited so much

certainly deserve to be, we believe they will go a long way towards 
POST | setting questions at rest, which have been argued of late with too 
much intemperate and personal feeling to produce any sound or 
correct results ; and that they will, at the same time, tend to mo. 
dify certain expectations of rather an unreasonable nature, which 
can only be productive of loss and disappointment to those by 
whom they are entertained. The natural situation of London is, 
we fear, such as to preclude the possibility of obtaining coal at so 
cheap a rate as some are disposed to anticipate ; and in‘any attempt 
to reduce its price (which, to a certain extent, we believe may, and 
ought to be, done) there are various circumstances which require 
to be taken into consideration. 

It must not be forgotten that the coal with which London is 
supplied is of a very superior quality to that produced by many of 
our other coal districts; that in order to suit the taste of the in- 
habitants of the metropolis for large coal, a considerable proportion 
of that raised from the pit (a!l of which incurs the same expense in 
many respects) is separated by screening, and much of it becomes 
mere waste—thus, necessarily, enhancing the price of the remain- 
der. It must also be remembered, that a very large amount of 
capital!is requisite to open a colliery in the Newcastle field; that 
the capital expended in mining is subject to heavy losses or even total 
sacrifice; that the coal has often to be brought many miles before it 
can be shipped, subjecting many collieries to heavy charges as tolls 
or way-leave rents. Taking these circumstances into account, and 
giving them that weight which, in common fairness and justice, is 
due to them, we think they will, in some measure, tend to check 
the exaggerated expectations of many as to the practicability of 
making any great reduction on the original price of coal; and to 
show that the unmeasured censure which has been bestowed of 
late on the northern coal-owners has rather been the effect of ex- 
cited feeling on the subject, than (of a calm and dispassionate in- 
quiry into the real facts of the case. 

But, in point of fact, there is but a small proportion of the price 
paid by the London consumer, which goes to remunerate the coal- 
owner: we have, on previous occasions, shown that of the cost per 
ton, as delivered into the consumers’ cellar, not more than one-third, 
sometimes, indeed, only one-fourth, must be set down as the original cost’ 
of the coal, and that not at the pit’s mouth, but actually delivered 
on board, at a distance of, perhaps, many miles from the spot where 
it was raised. It is, then, the cost of freight, duties of various 
kinds, and the profits of various intermediate parties, which tend, 
in a great degree, to swell the price of coal so enormously in Lon- 
don, although there are undoubtedly many vices in the complex 
system that has thus arisen—a circumstance not only probable, 
from the nature of things, but generally kflown as a great and cry- , 
ing evil. 

In thus stating what we consider to be the real merits of a case, upon. 
which the public is inclined to form too hasty a judgment froma limited 
knowledge of the facts, we are by no means coming forward as the 
apologists of the northern coalowners, oras the advocates of monopoly. 
We have ever disapproved of the restrictive system adopted in the 
coal trade, as being impolitic in itself, and by no means tending to 
the permanent interests of the parties who have pursued it, and to 
that opinion we still adhere; indeed, recent circumstances have 
tended still further to confirm our previous views of the evils result- 
ing from it. Justice towards an important section of the mining 
interest requires, however, that we should bestow some notice upon 
the reiterated, and, in many respects, the unfair attacks which 
have of late been made upon it; although we have never approved 
of, or identified ourselves with, the fundamentally vicious principle 
which has unfortunately been adopted by it. 

The trade in coal should, we consider, like every other species of 
trade, be left open to competition, and any attempt by individuals 
to create artificial prices by imposing restrictions upon the vend, 
although it may be for a time successful, must in the end prove a 
complete failure, and may even turn out most injurious to the 
parties concerned. ‘This is the opinion we have ever held, and the 
sentiments we have from time to time expressed, have always been 
in accordance with it; and we do hope that the time has now 
arrived when this view of the subject will be entertained hy the 
coal_owners themselves, and their arrangements modified accord- 
ingly. It is in the very nature of things that an article like coal 
should ever fetch a remunerating price, andj were the price to be 
lowered, an increased demand would be the immediate result. 

The whole of the complex system of machinery by which the 
sale of coal is conducted, should be well examined into, as it is 
chiefly by simplying this, and by correcting the abuses which have 
crept into it, that the price of coal can be reduced in any material 
degree. Such a reduction will, we have no doubt, shortly be ef- 
fected; and if not to the extent which is anticipated by some, we 
believe it may be carried far enough greatly to benefit the public, 
and more especially the poorer classes, while the increased demand 
will cause increased activity and employment in our coal districts, 
and, therefore, improve the condition both of the miner and mine- 
owner. 

Although not inattentive spectators of the late discussions en 
the aubject of the coal trade, we have foreborne to mingle in « 
warfare by no means distinguished either by the temper or disere- 
tien of the combetants ; and while so fierce an altercation was go- 
ing forward, there was little chance of attention being given to 
more moderate views of the subject, uch as thoee we have now 
advanced. It would be easy to extend these remarks, but they 
would at present lead us to too great a length ; we shall, therefore, 
shortly return to the subject again, noticing more particularly that 
most reprehensible feature of the coal trade in London—the shame- 
ful, oppressed, and degraded situation of the coal whippers. We 
shall only further observe at present, that of it be a fact (as asserted 
by some) that the exertions of the present Lone Mavoa, have in 
the course of a few months only, been sufficient, in great measure. 
to destroy the monopoly which has been so long complained of, 
it ought to go far to mitygate the censure eo unepanngly bestowed

The petition in question was presented on Monday evening, and 
is now before us; it clearly states the nature of the case, and of the 
alleged grievance, and will, we trust, occasion the obnoxious clauses 
to be expunged from the Bill at a future stage of the proceedings. 
As we consider that an unnecessary infringement on the interests 
of a large and highly respectable public body has been contem- 
plated, we feel most anxious that a successful stand should be 
made against it, and that the company should succeed in the ob- 
jects set forth in their petition. With this view we shall now offer 
a few remarks on the sudject, and shall notice it again hereafter, 
should circumstances require it. 

Our readers are, of course, aware that the present is the fourth 
application to Parliament, for powers to raise additional capital, 
which has been made by the London and Birmingham Railway 
Company—the expense of this great undertaking having amounted 
to more than double the original estimate. Being precluded by the 
standing orders of Parliament from raising further capital by mort- 
gage or loan, a clause was introduced into the present Bill, con- 
taining the very reasonable proposition, that it should be raised by 
“ the creation of new shares, to be offered to the proprietors of 
original shares in the undertaking, in proportion to the number of 
shares held by each proprietor, to be paid for at such times, and in 
such manner as might be called for by the directors,” 

What reasonable objection could be male to a course of proceeding 
so equitable, and at the same time so much in accordance with 
common usage, we are at a loss to discover; the clause was, how- 
ever, struck out in committee and anowher substituted, providing 
that the shares created as there directed should be offered for sale 
in the public market, and that “ the directors shall not sell the 
shares so created at a lower price than the market value at the date 
of the sale ; and that the sale of the said shares shall be continued 
and effected until the sum of one million pounds sterling shall have 
been raised for the use of the said company.” 

To the compulsory mode of raising capital provided in this 
clause (which, from its length, we cannot conveniently insert) the 
company offer several strong objections, as being unjust in its ope- 
ration. It is forcibly observed, that the clause proceeds upon the 
assumption “ that the stock to be newly created will bear a ficti- 
tious value or premium in the market; that such premium, if it 
shall be found to exist, will be the result of the public estimation 
of the undertaking, carried on during many years without any re- 
turn whatever, till within a very few months, and at a great risk.” 
The company submit, with great justice, that they are entitled to 
reap the additional value of the stock to be created, as “ the fruit 
of their own capital, skill, and labour expended in the undertak- 
ing, as surely as they must have borne the loss arising from any 
depreciation of new stock, which ‘mignt have resulted from a less 
favourable opinion of the undertaking.” It is well pointed out, 
that the company seeks no favour or indulgence, that it merely re- 
sists a provision which “ has not been, and could not be, imposed 
upon railway companies creating new shares while the originaj 
stock was at a discount”—it seeks, in fact, only to resist a re- 
gulation which, if made at all, should be a general one, and not par- 
tially imposed upon this single undertaking, in consequence of its 
success and high public estimation. 

We most cordially concur in the prayer of the company, that 
they may “ be allowed the privilege of adding to their partnership 
stock, without the compulsory admission of other parties into the 
concern.” The London and Birmingham Railway is an undertak- 
ing which deserves well of the eountry, and ought to be consider- 
ately treated by its representatives. When a public body comes 
forward to make an outlay of five or six millions sterling for the 
general good (for this is pretty certain to be promoted whether the 
shareholders receive an adequate return or not), we hold that every 
fair advantage should be given hy the Legislature, and that no un- 

just or illiberal treatment should for a moment receive countenance. 





We observe that an application has been made to Parliament by 
the South-Eastern Railway Company, on a subject of much im- 
portance to the shareholders, as it will materially affect the time at 
which the line can be completed and opened. The desirableness of 
forming a junction between the South-Eastern and the London 
and Brighton Railways, south of the great range of chalk hills, 
which has in great measure regulated the laying out of the former 
line, and at a point from whence the two railways would run al. 
most parallel towards the Metropolis, has long been evident, and 
was indeed recommended by the committee on the London and 
Brighton Railway, in 1837. The South-Eastern Company has 
acted upon this suggestion, and after encountering a good many 
difficulties in reconciling con theting interests, have at length euc- 
ceeded in pointing out a deviation line, falling into the Brighton 
Railway near Reigate, to which all parties have acceded, and which 
can be proceeded with without opposition from any quarter. In 
thie state of things it is of course highly important to the com- 
pany to obtain powers for diverting thew former line in con- 
formity with their present views, during the present session of 
Parhament, as otherwise a whole twelvermoath will be lost m com- 
pleting the line. In acceding to the present application, under the 
peculiar circumstances of the case, it will be in the power of Par. 
lament to promote the interests both of the company and the

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RESOURCES OF MINING. 


The following estimate has been made upon accurate calculation, which 
shows the value and produce of a coal mine Where that useful mineral is 
found :—
